He says 'that the 
tourist, visiting one city after another, sees only 
the same building, the same standard form, and th» 
same general appearance In every city — until Oak- 
land is reached. Here is a different type — a new 
type unique in American building. The creations 
of the California architects, and more 'particularly. 
the architects designing the Oakland.' of .the future, 
stand •: apart distinctly from the, creations of 
the 


architects of other cities.

In the old days a school was nothing but a school 


— a collection of rooois in which, children were 
to be taught lessons. 
Educators have gradually seen 


that this could -not be tho theory of the future — 
that schools must be better built. But to Oakland's 
BChool department must go the credit — by cbnsensus 
of opinion among educators — of pioneering the new 
distinctive type of school architecture. •• 


To begin' with, every school in Oakland is con- 


sidered as a distinct -tifchltectural problem. 
The 


teacher must of necessity lead the architect, a man 
of Iron, Btcel-'and brick, to', gain results. 
It Is only 


when the two combine that ;truo efficiency in school' 
design can- be accomplished; v.Thlg is tho "Oakland 
system." . They eeek to promote a "Good Spirit for

Good Architecture;" The relations of the client and 
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architect are the same as the relations between 
lawyer and client, or doctor ami patient.

At tho head of La5<e Merrltt visitors to Oakland 


aro charmed by a pillared embarcadero; a charm- 
Ing bit of decoration on tho blue stretch of wnlar. 
Past it runs the Highland Drive, taking the visitors 
through the Piedmont Hills, whore the wonderful 
new homes rlao as another evidence of Oakland's 
new trend In nrchltecturo. 
Dr. Werner Hagamann, 


the famous city planner, who laid out a program 
for Oakland's future extension, on 
Vhe efficiency 


basis, but also with an eye to beauty, also saw in 
the Oakland hills the opportunity for pioneering 
a new standard o£ architecture here. 


"The average city," declared Kornbostel, "is con- 


sumed with tho Uloa of 'efficiency1—meaning the 
same buildings, the same strocrts—and of a necessi- 
ty the same people. There la no Indiv'.du/Ulty. 
It 


is making of America a nation of machines. They 
have their samo narrow soopo of vision, their same 
narrow pleasures, and thoir same sights everywhere. 
America id being locked in a prison of 'efficiency,' 
built by the vast combination of manufacturers, tho 
wholesale standardization of everything that goes 
into buildings: there Is a sameness everywhere. 
It 


Is some day to bo the curao of America, i£ it con- 
tinues. 


"But Oakland has avoided this—how, I do not 


know. Oakland Is. distinctive—more distinctive than 
Now Orleans, which has been getting tho same dis- 
ease tho rest of America has. 
It will remain for 


Oakland, when tho tide turns, to polntvtho way to 
America to a proper realization of the rights of her 
cities.

OAKLAND this year started one of 
the most notable athletic customs 
eyer seen in .a California school. 
Every year the old-time Olympiad, 


wherein the lads of ancient Greece competed 
in feats of strength and skill, will be dupli- 
cated at the Technical High School. The old 
races and the old games of the Greeks will 
be seen, and modern track and field events 


will also be staged, the youths competing in 
every possible variety of field and track 
sport. 


The first Oakland Olympiad was hailed by 


athletic coaches and experts in handling 
sports events as the forerunner of a new and 
excellent custom in the high school. The af- 
fair did not, a.s do the interscholastic meets, 
serve to being at individual stars, but placed 
before the eyes of the coaches a larger num- 


ber of athletes who had never attempted to 
"try out" for big events, but in whom the 
coaches found material that is now being 
brought to the fore. 


The "Oakland Olympiad" was held as a 


strictly school proposition, the high school 
boys assembling on the field 'at the Technical 
school, while the girls gathered to watch the 
events. There were no admissions charged, 
no prizes were offered and the event was 


one for the school children only. Principal 
P. M. Fisher was among the judges of the 
occasion. 


"I believe," declared George Brown, fam- 


ous athlete, who happened to be in Oakland 
at the time.^and saw the unique contest, 
"that this track day at the high school is 
something every high school should have. 
When the school holds a field day with an- 


v other school great preparations are always 


made, and elaborate contests are staged. li 
the boys of a school have a meet among 
themselves, however, without class rivalry, 
better records can be made and a better idea 
of the track material available for a contest 
gained. It is in this that the 'Oakland Olym- 
piad' is of the greatest value. It will make 
better school athletes, and encourage ath- 
letics generally.

Auditor, further progress was made through this 
advancement by this office. 
A complete record of' 


all purchases has been maintained for the past 
three years to such an extent that the public can 
ascertain the quantity of each and every item, used 
by the several departments, by whom furnished, 
price and quantity. As Indicated by our Purchase 
Record, the City of Oakland consumes over 4,100 
different articles. 


"By co-operating with the mechanical and operat- 


. ing departments, considerable progress has been1 


made by our standardization of such materials as 
automobile tires, oils, tools, etc. A perusal of the 
schedule I have completed will Indicate the diversity 
of materials consumed by the municipality, con- 
sequently indicating the absolute necessity of cen- 
tralizing purchases In order to secure them on a 
scientific economical basis. 
By such co-operation 


we have been able to eliminate wtlrely what Is 
generally known in all public Institutions as emer- 
gency purchases; absolute emergencies due to what 
may be termed acts of Providence or accidents are 
controlled In the regular way, the same as any other 
purchase.

As all materials are furnished only -upon written 
request of the department head, duly authorized by 
a commissioner, waste of materials Is eliminated.

IB not entirely a factor until the quality, service 
and other functions entering into a transaction are 
considered, this procedure being the same as that 
pursued by any industrial institution. 


"Our method of soliciting quotations from tho 


trade may be illustrated by citing an Incident where 
the Commissioner of Public Works anticipated the 
performance of a function by requesting the Pur- 
chasing Agent to furnish the cost of materials, which 
data was furnished subject to his consideration, after 
which requisition waa rendered upon the Purchasing 
Agent for the rendering of such service, the question 
of placing the order being entirely In the hands o£ 
the Purchasing Agent, the department being Intor- 


. ested*only in the rendition of the service and the 
quality of the material furnlahod, no other factor 
entering into the transaction. 
This would Indicate 


the elimination of the polltcal element enterng Into 
•similar transactions In different municlpalltes and 
public Institutions. 


"As ths office ia in touch with the world's markets 


and condition^ on all materials, complete data In 
tho v/ay of catalogues, descriptive matter and re- 
ports are maintained for the perusal of the depart- 
ments. 
The elimination of materials from the pro- 


miscuous contract system such as Indulged In by 
many public institutions has meant a further saving 
of at last J40.000 additional since this office was 
established to date. 


"Due ' to tho European condition, an unnatural 


and unusual advance In all supplies has taken place, 
Increasing the coat of tho city's supplies from 10 to 
300 per cent. Thoso questions should bo taken Into 
consideration by tho public when considering tho 
making of the budget for tax levy. 
The schedule 


will Indicate the advance* noted. 
These Increases 


w«r« made within the past year and-a half and, 


from present Indications, trade reports and other 
information, will continue for at least the next t*'o 
years. 


"The recent report of the Iron and steel industries 


Indicates the condition of the present market and 
that of the future, the tendency being still upward., 
the railroads and shipbuilders buying materials for 
delivery late In 1017 and early In. 1918, this condi- 
tion never having prevailed 
In the past In this 


country. 
In brief, the situation is that Europe will 


take whatever materials American manuraczurers 
agree to deliver when wapted and at the same time 
buyers are providing for thlr wants ip the first half 
of 1817 at prices they were not willing to consider 
two months ago. 
Consumers are acting on the more 


definite signs that the European war will be pro- 
longed during 1017. 
Mills and producers of the 


country will continue to choose between buyers. 
This condition naturally Is felt by the merchants 
of Oakland and this vicinity. 
Without continued 


careful study of the markets, city purchases would 
be made very expensive." 


SERIOUS ASPKCT,

The fall tailored suit shows none of the bouffancy 


of last season's model. Though not, by any 
means, 


clinging, It has a restraint of line that is eminently 
pleasing to an eye rather satiated with extreme and 
billowy effects. Skirts have the gathered suggestion, 
but this Js due oftener to a ripple cut than to actual 
gathers at tho waist line. Some models show a 
gathered, or cartridge ploated, flounce set on a 
deep yoke that fits tho hips smoothly, and all skirts 
for tho street are now a bit longer—to a point half 
way between instep nnd top of buttoned walking 
boot. These slightly longer skirts and the three- 
quarter coats which prevail give the fall suits a more 
dignified, and, one might say, ladylike, appearance 
than the widely-flaring, very short skirt of last sea- 
son. There is no suggestion of limpness In the new 
models, however. Skirt hems nnd tunic hems nnd 
the deep cape collars which trim some coats have a 
facing or lining of light weight, resilient stiffening 
which holda out the suit material. The favored 
facing seems to be wltchtex, a modern crinoline fab- 
ric which is not affected by dampness or crushing, 
and which keeps a garment in the lines Its creator 
intended when the Initial design was drawn. It is 
because of these supple facings, probably, inat the 
modern tailleur still looks smartly like a fashion 
drawing or print of Itself, after several months of 
wear. The silhouette of tho fall suit Is pleasingly 
feminine; stiff, straight lines have heej\ abolished, 
and tho curves of shoulder, arm, bust and hip are 
again apparent.

smartness of effect; there are a dozen buttons on 
the coat front, above tho belt; a dozen more up each 
sleeve, from wrist to elbow, a dozen and a half down 
overlapped, stitched seams at either side of the coat 
below the belt, and a dozen in small groups on tho 
belt. 


One is glad to note that some of the manufac- 


turers arc adding the distinction of silk stitching to 
tailored costumes—not as a trimming alone, but in 
all the seams, as the French couturiers finish ex- 
clusive models. 
Heretofore it has been almost im- 


possible—this sido of Paris—to obtain a costume^ 
owning- 'the distinction and wearing- qualities that 
stitching with silk assures; even the best tailors i 
here are guilty of that abomination—cotton stitch- ' 
Ing—at times, and one Is glad to observe a growing 
tendency .toward the emulation of Paris standards ( 
of workmanship.

And, speaking of Paris, one is reminded of the' 


new sun-pleated ttdlleurs that are just now the rage. 
One of. these models has just come 
over 
for 
an , 


October trousseau, and Is a combination of sun- I 
pleated mustard colored cloth and black satin; the J 
pleated, coat hangs from, a yoke of black satin and , 
has a three-inch band of the black, satin at the edge i 
of the pleating; the skirt is treated in the same way.' 
Sleeves of sunpleated mustard cloth are 
attached, 


to short upper sleeves of satin that are exactly the i 
length of the satin yoke. 
To match this smart sult| 


there is a draped turban of brown and black pontine 
—the waxed side brown, the reverse black satin— 
and high-heeled 
buttoned boots of tobasco .brown 


glazed kid, with tops of brown twilled cloth. 


Designers of evening dresses are neglecting satin, 


and in Its stead ara using the metal cloths and. silver 
and gold tissue for the first lining-. 
Over this are 


draped flounces of silk net, or as it is now called, 
tulle embroidered with deep 
flower 
patterns 
or 


Oriental scrolls and palm leaves in gold or silver. 
Unless the flouncing is used with pure white and 
silver or gold tissue there is a touch of the founda- 
tion color, applique, in it.

FARMERS PLEDGE LANDS. 


The farmers o[ Lake county are 
so 


anxious to have a railroad built Into 
their territory that they have given Hens 
upon their landa as security for -what 
are known as participating bonds in the 
railroad company, and It Is stated that 
this unique security gives the line the 
strongest kind of financial foundation. 


The present attempt, which Is about 


the thirty-second one that hase been 
made to build a railroad across the Lake 
county mountains, seems likely to sue- 
ceed. At present the Lake county farm- 
ers have to ,pay $6 a ton to have their 
produce hauled by automobiles across the 
mountains, to the steam roads which con- 
nee^ with the 
biff markets. 
The new 


railroad proposes to carry this freight for 
$4 a ton, which would be an exception- 
ally high rate under ordinary conditions, 
and It Is estimated that the road's earn- 
ings at this rate will be sufficient to 
retire Its entire bonded Indebtedness In 
a few years. 


The company asked for permission to 


enter Into a contract with Guy L. Hardl- 
son, who has agreed to construct the road 
for $600,000 face value first mortgage 6 
por cent bonds, $50,000 of common capital 
stock and ?50,000 additional of stock to 
cover contractors' profits. The company 
,alao wants to Issue $25,000 of stock for 
terminal properties at Lakeport. 


ROAD 
SHORTENED. 


The 
Clear 
Lake 
Railroad 
Company 


made its first application to the Rail- 
road Commission In July, 1913, to build a 
road from 
Hopland to Lakeport, with 


branches from' Lakeport to Kelseyvlllo 
and from Lakeport to Upper Lake. The 
commission granted this application, au- 
thorizing the issuance of ?2(il,700 of stock 
and $500,000 of 6 per 'cent bonds. This 
was based upon a construction cost esti- 
mate of ?742,102.75: 


Subsequently It was proposed to build 


the road from Hoplnnd to Lakeport only, 
n distance of twenty-four miles, at a 
maximum cost of $470,000. 


In May, 10U. the Railroad Commission 


authorized the Issuance of $75,000 of com- 
mon stock and 5500,000 of bonds. Work 
was started and 
$85,954 was expended 


for the 
construction of seven miles of 
grade from Hopland eastward.

pended monorail railway from Hopland

Cleveland Abbe, known as "the father of 
the weathor bureau," died here today 
after an Illness of a year. -. 


The present-day system of dally weath- 
er forecasts, with -which every portion of 
the United States, however remote, Is 
cow thoroughly familiar, is the outgrowth 
of a weather-prediction 
service which 


Cleveland Abbe established locally In Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, when ha was the director 
of the observatory there in I860. 
The 
death of this famous meteorologist recalls 
some interesting details of this early his- 
tory of weather forecasts. 
The son of a New York merchant and 
born December 3, 1938, Cleveland Abbo 
became an Instructor in mathematics' and 
astronomy at the University of Michigan 
In ,1860, and during the civil war period 
he was an aide nt Cambridge, Mass., to 
Dr. B. A. Gould, then astronomer of the 
United States coast survey. 
The years 


18G5-66 h£ spent in Russia at the Imperial 
observatory as guest of the resident staff 
of observers there, and on his return to 
the United States he was chosen director 
of the Cincinnati observatory. 


BEGAN AS ASTRONOMER. 


In beginning his astronomical work' at 
born December S, 1838, Cleveland Abbe 
expressed to the Chamber of Commerce 
of that city his willingness to make dally 
predictions of the weather for the baneflt 
of the citizens. Ills proposition was ac- 
cepted and the work actually began In 
September, 1869, b'y tho publication of 
a. dally bulletin of weather, telegrams 
and probabilities. 


The success of his scheme led some of 
his friends to Introduce a resolution call- 
ing upon Congress to establish a national 
bureau of storm warnings for the benefit 
of -commerce. • This bureau was estab- 
lished by Joint resolution of February 4, 
1870, 
' and Its conduct was entrusted to 
General A. J. Myer, then chief signal 
officer of the army. He adopted into bis 
weather bureau all the Important feat- 
ures of Professor Abbe's work at Cin- 
cinnati, and. In January, 1871, Invited 
him to come to Washington as his sci- 
entiflc assistant.

what nature determines.

My Fellow Citizens: 


This is called "Wilson Day" only. 
because for six years, first as gov- 
ernor of New Jefsey and then aa 
President of the United States, I have 
been permitted to lead first a great 
'state, and then a great national party 
along tho ways of progress and of en- 
larged and regenerated life which our 
people had so long sought' and so long 
been held back from by the organized 
power of selfish Interest, and because 
the great honor has fallen to- me of 
being chosen once more spokesman 
and representative 
of the men who 


mean to hold. tho. cduntry to these 
ways of peace, humanity and prog- 
ress. 
It Is of these forces that I 
shall apeak and not of myself, who 
am merely their servant.

changed. Our commerce and industry 
had grown to such a bulk that the 
domestfc markets of which our lor-' 
mer lenders were always-so solicitous 
were glutted and we were bound, un- 
less we were to burst our Jacket, to 
find a free outlet Into the markets of 
the world.

disturb the lives and embarass the. 
fortunes of men everywhere; No wo- 
der that In such an age men In Amer- . 
lea should be cried awake and feel 
once more, ns they felt them in th« 
days when their groat republic -was 
aet up, tha compulsions of humanity 
nnd of Justice! 
These are the freshening 
winds 


blowing out of the life of mankind 
everywhere, that have brought on a 
now day In American politics. 
We 


have looked once more very critically 
at our own laws and ovir own prac- 
tices an.l have a«t about to square

them with the 
actual -condltlonM of 


our 111* and th« Uf« of tha world. 


Four 
yenrH neo there were two 


partle» In tlio field whose program 
wan conceived under the Influence of 
UIDHO great forces of progress and 
adjustment, tha Democratic party and 
tho Progressive party.

We 
must simplify and reform It ns other 
enlightened nations have done, and 
make courts of Justice out of our 
courts of law. We must seek and find 
the means of bringing capital and la- 
bor to a' clear understanding of their 
common interests, which are no other 
than the interests of the nation Itself 
ns a community. 
We must release 
our great undeveloped natural 
re- 


sources upon some sensible plan ot 
use nnd conservation. We must re- 
cruit the votes of forward looking men 
by the votes of women so that we 
'may have a fresh insight in nil mat- 
ters o'f social reform nnd move more 
certainly and more promptly in' tho 
solution of the many new problems of ' 
society with • which 
the

henceforth deal. We must unite the 
Americas, North and South, in a new " 
sympathy and co-operation.

quarrels merely. The nation we love 
and serve must be among the first 
and foremost of those that rise to the 
new Ideals with spirit nnd well direct- 
ed force. 
Our own reforms, our own 


actions In the Interest of Justice and • 
humanity must be the earnest of our 
spii-Jt and purpose In tho affairs of 
the world outside our own borders. 


Such la the prospect, such is the 


program, my fellow citizens, to which 
we look, forward, to which it Is our 
purpose to move forward with enthu- 
siasm nnd Irresistible ardor.

ed a measure that would permit either a 
mother or a father to dispose of a part 
of her or his property at will- So it was 
recommended that "on the death of either 
husband or wife, one-half of the.commu- 
nity'property should go to the survivor 
nnd the other half be subject to testa- 
mentary disposition." 


The recorivmendatlon goes on to say: 
"In the absence of a will, it should so 
on .to the lineal descendants or in the 
absence of such, to the survivor." 
Mrs. Wary Coolldsre, president of the 


California Clvlu League, in her report, 
pays: "The question was raised whether 
this would cut off adopted children, and 
it was the. sense of the meeting that it 
ehould be so worded as to Include legally 
adopted children. As the report embodied 
practically all the provisions of the Wash- 
ington law except this one/ relating to 
children. It was voted unanimously,.after 
some discussion, to substitute the phrase- 
ology of the Washington law, as fol- 
lows: 
"tTpon the death of either husband or 
wife, one-half of tho community prop- 
erty, shall .KO to the survivor, subject to 
the community debts, and the other half 
shall bo subject to the testamentary dis- 
position of the deceased husband or wife, 
also subject to lha community debts. 
"In .case no testamentary disposition 
shall have been made by the deceased 
husband or wife of his or her half of the 
. community 
property it shall 
descend 


equally to the legitimate Issue of his, her 
or their bodies. ,-If there be no Issue of 
said deceased living, then the said com- 
munity property shall all pass to tho sur- 
vivor to the exclusion of the collateral 
heirs, -subject to the community debts 
and the charges and expenses of admln- 
' Sstration." 


•Another point taken, up concerned the 


Inheritance tax, and the council voted 
unanimously to recommend .the removal 
of the Inheritance tax from .the wife's 
share of tho community property (Civil 
Code; 1401 and 1402). 
Later in the dav it was also voted that 


If this passed' the legislature the. council 
would recommend the equalization of tlie 
exemption as between husband and wife, 
either up or down. At present the hus- 
band has an exemption from inheritance 
tax of-$10.000 and'the wife of $25,000 on 
personal community. 
- 
. 


The committee proposed that all real 
property be subject to joint control of 
husband and wife and this was adopted 
with an almost unanimous vote. 
Pre- 
:v!ously tha northern section of the couh- 
'cil had recommended this but had refused 
to recommend that. personal community 


of bringing dependent as well as dellri-1 
oiuent children .into tho Juvenile Court, 
which was thought to place a stigma 
upon the dependent class, was a. mere 
matter of procedure and not required by 
law nnd that it would have to be reme- 
died by appeal to the county supervisors. 


Airs. Coolldge remarks in her report 


further: 


"They, recommeriaed that tha age of 
children of mothers coming under the 
provisions of the pension law be rals&d 
from H to 15 years to correspond to tho 
school la'.v. 
As tills change., and other- 
slighter changes 
could readily be ac- 


complished without the special efforts of 
the .Women's Council, it becamo a o.ues- 
tlon whether It was necessary for the 
Women's Council to give it special sup- 
port. Mrs. Robert B. Burdette of Fasa- 
dena,- moved that sinco there had been 
eome misunderstanding: of the provisions 
of the present mothers' pension law, the 
fourth pleasure In the referendum list, 
1. e., the eligibility of women to jury .ser- 
vice, be substituted for it. This was car- 
ried by a large majority, thero being only 
two negative votes." 
. 


Mrs. Coolldgre then offered the leaflet 
on tho Jury system, printed by the Civic 
League, which, shows that women ore al- 
ready serving on juries 
In this state, ' 
statins that "a number of judges in Cali- 
fornia have been, calling women to Jury 
service and find them willing to act.and 
very satisfactory.". Judge Buck of Sau 
JYfateo county says, she added, "The law 
framed by the /legislative committee of 
the California Clvio League would sub- 
stitute the word 'citizens' for tho phrase 
in section 
o£ the, present law; and 
add to the long list, of exemptions In 
section 
one mere. This, exemption. 


which is a part of the law In "Washington 
and In Kansas, permits any woman to ba 
excused upon affidavit that she docs not 
wish to serve, without coming into court; 
In other -words, this law will legalize the 
present practice but does not compel any 
woman to serve egainst her will."

There ara 
only \seven' states which have community 
property, laws und In the others the wlfo 
lias a dower right. Under the California, 
law all community brought iri from such 
states automatically becomes tha separ- 
ate property of the husband. To remedy

the council adopted a definition 


•which makes all community property ac- 
q'.iirc-.d elsewhere community property un- 
der the law of the state. 


In the course of the day it became evi- 
dent that the legislative council

AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.— 
W h e n Lloyds bet $684.75 
against $25.000 that,it would 
not rain to the extent, of 'one- 
tenth .of an inch on the 80th 
of September,.the date, that 
had been set for the out-of- 
door production of Aida, they 
took play on a forty-to-one 
shot. Like all such" jvajjera, 
.the chances' were immensely 


. 
. 
in favor of the short end win- 


ning; but like, the occasional long-shot, the unex- 
pected and the "undoped";happened. It rained to 
exceed one-tenth of an inch. Like good .sports the 
losers are expecting to pay up and pocket their loss. 
But owing to,the loose way in which the enterprise 
was conducted this is not going to be easy. The incep- 
tion of the idea of producing Aida cannot be traced 
definitely. Harry H. .Dempsey and Michael Wil- 
liams had co do with, it, but the inspiration was far- 
ther back. Josiah Zuro and Arturo Spelta, two or 
.three years ago, went to Egypt for the express pur- 
pose of absorbing local atmosphere, to the end that 
they could produce the great Verdi operatic spec- 
tacle with absolutely correct scenery, costumes and 
native effect. They gave a representation, it might 
be said, in the shadpw of the pyramids, which 150;- 
000 people witnessed. They repeated the perform- 
ance in South America to an audience of over 1QO,- 
000, and during the present year,repeated it again 
for the benefit of the University of Pennsylvania, 
to which upwards of 50,000' bought tickets. The 
costumes and scenery were on'harid, what was the 
matter with giving the mighty, production in San 
Francisco? There appeared to be nothing in the 
way, and for three, months preparations went for- 
ward. Just who is locally standing for the enter- 
prise does not yet appear. Mr. Dempsey had much 


.' to do with it, and so did Mr. Williams; but Father 


Crowley's name is the only one that appears on the 
letterheads, and that only as the head of the 
Youths' Directory, .which is down as the benefici- 
ary. City Auditor Boyle, -without his: knowledge at 


. the time, was made the payee in the insurance1 


policy. His connection is understood to be due to 
his friendship for Father Crowley.

ing this confused organization it was able to in- 


. cur liabilities in the,sum of $35,597.17, and thereby

It is jiow figured that had the performance been 


given under the most, favorable circumstances it 
would not have' yielded returns in excess of ex- 
penses, if in fact it would; have squared things Of 


. the $35,597.17 expense, $18,219.72 went to'artists 


and musicians: They all got: their money, for the 
reason that they refused to go on without it. Some 
of the.items ;are interesting; • Gadski ..was the star. 
At first Destinn had been engaged and was to come 
for $2000; but she being marooned in Austria and 
finding it impossible to get passports, Gadski -was 
hired. She was in the east, and charged $2750 for 
coming across for the occasion. Then there was 
Julie Claussen, contralto, who received $1200; Zuro, 
conductor, who ~got $2500; Whitehall, baritone, 
$1200; Zinovieffi tenor, $1150; Spelta, stage man- 
ager, $540; Picchi, basso, $245. The orchestra cost

perhaps; the designation of representative citizen. 
In times past it has been impossible to elect men of 
this class because several would aspire and they di- 
vided up the vote that might have elected one. In 
the more recent past it has been found to be impos- 
sible to get a candidatexof exactly the.desired char- 
acter to stand. Six years ago it was believed that 
a real find had been made and the present Mayor 
was elected. He was re-elected through fear that 
something infinitely worse would happen; but he 
will not be a candidate again, and, anyhow, has not 
been accepted as the representative of those inter- 
ests that make for a substantial city. It is believed 
that the mayor more than any other individual is 
responsible for the irreconcilable antagonism be- 
tween the Chamber of Commerce and organized 
labor. A mayor with the tact to heal that breach; 
to-'make 'it plain that the prosperity of one should 
always mean the prosperity of the other, would be 
something like a Moses. The people of San Fran- 
cisco of all classes need to be led out.

I hear that the extensive improvements, being put 


in by the Union Iron Works at its shipbuilding plant 
in Alameda are with the calculation of making that 
the sole plant. It seemed unusual that such a 
very elaborate plant should be erected while just 
across the bay the same concern had another of 
great capacity and in full operation. It would not 
seem to be economical to maintain two such im- 
mense establishments within five miles of each 
other. The story as I get it is that the works on 
this side; with the drydpcks and all, will be offered 
to the government. In fact, that it has been-tenta- 
tively offered already, and while of .course ho of- 
ficial action has been taken, the situation is such 
that reasonable assurance is felt that it will be 
taken over.. That would explain the purchase of the 
plant on the east side of the bay and its expansion 
to a capacity fully as great, as the old' plant, if not. 

In view, of the known fact that considera- 
tion is being given to establishing another naval 
station hereabouts, this rumor does not do Violence 
t o t h e possibilities.

The India Basin Suit 


The celebrated India Basin suit has been submit- 
ted to Judge Seawall.. It is an action brought by 
property owners .to restrain the 'State Board of 
Harbor Commissioners condemning land for the;ex-- 
tension of India Basin. The litigation is peculiar. 
It may not be. generally remembered that a bond 
issue of one million dollars was .voted by the intelli-' 
gent electors of the State to purchase some sixty-, 
four blocks of land from one hundred and twenty- 
eight owners. The proceeding was not pushed, for . 
one reason because the bonds could not be sold. 
Then nobody was very much interested 'at the time. 
The proposition had been instigated by the owners 
of the land to be condemned. But'when waterfront 
property began to increase in value they changed 
their minds. Finally, when the State authorities 
got ready to act,' those who initiated the proceedings 
were squarely in opposition. They represented^.that 
the State has :fixed an upset price.of one million, in- 
stead of condemning the property and having the 
price fixed .by a court or arbiters. Another objec- 
tion was that the bonds are payable out of harbor 
revenues, making them less valuable than they 
would be with the State squarely behind them. The 
action just concluded was very long and expensive. 
It will probably be appealed whichever way it may 
go. Within the past two years lands of the charac-. 
ter of those involved have very greatly appreciated" 
in value. They had languished before that, and 
many, of the owners hailed the bond proposition as a' 
sqrt of beneficence. The. increase in values has 
been due to shipbuilding .activity for one thing, and 
to a-general forecast that has discerned with a 


, clearer vision the future commercial possibilities of 
the harbor. 
At the Registrar's Office 


At the registrar's office a regiment of clerks are 


busy getting the sample ballots and the incidental 
literature off. Great stacks of it are in evidence on 
all sides. The sample ballots and the nine circulars 
that are sent out with them, representing the argu- 
ments and appeals for and against the various 
measures, weigh in the aggregate twenty-six tons. 
A .sum approximating $4000 wilUhave been expend- 
ed in their circulation through the mails. Beside 
the seven State questions, propositions and consti- 
tutional amendments, there are eight, initiative or- 
dinances and twenty-three proposed charter amend- 
ments. The ordinance prohibiting picketing fur- 
nishes-the pyrotechnics, due largely to the contro- 
versy that is going on. That is No. 8. No. 9 is de- 
signed t.o do away with public speaking in 'the streets 
'or parks without a license. No. 10 provides that 
jitneys may operate on any streets at any time. No. 
1-3 concerns the proposed chaitfee that-will make 
police judges appointive. Most of the other twenty- 
'three amendments are not so important, though 
some will require more consideration than they are 
likely to get to enable the voter to vote upon them 
intelligently. . 
Effects of Picketing 


I get it from a source 'that could not be given 


away, but comes very straight, that some of the ad- 
herents of organized labor have become so disgusted 
. with the picketing business that they are going to 


• express their feelings by voting for the anti-picket- 
ing ordinance. 
The'explanation is this: 
Many 


clerks, mechanics, street car men and what not have 
become unsettled, in their eating places and are not 


able to follow their bent. They do not see the picket- 
ing has got its devotees anywhere; that in fact, it 
has done anything except to bring all organized 
labor into an emphasized disfavor. They do not see 
any effect other than to annoy good union men. This 
.annoyance results by a system of'surveillance that 
is maintained with the purpose -of catching union 
men eating at restaurants which may be under the 
ban. AH these are fined, and this gets on the nerve 
of those who have to pony up. '•All of which was 
imparted to me-jn the strictest secrecy. There are 
some other signs of unrest in the ranks. The labor 
leader certainly has his work cut out. When, things 
'are going right he may find the berth easy, but the 
elements whic.h he has to manage are various, and 
when things begin to pull he finds work to do, in- 
deed. 
Industrial Agents Gone East 


The fact that the Chamber of Commerce has sent 


two experts on a tour of the east to size up indus- 
trial conditions has not been widely heralded. They 
are to make the rounds'of the principal commercial 
cities, and make an especial investigation as to con- 
ditions at Detroit. That city is considered the most 
prosperous in the country, the practical reason for 
whose prosperity it will be profitable to know. It is 
.growing in its industries faster than any other 
American city. The Chamber of Commerce has de- 
liberately entered upon a campaign to bring San 
Francisco, out of the slough'' of industrial despond, 
and this-mission upon which it ha$ ,sent its agents 
is ^o size up general conditions, that it may be de- 
termined what course is best to' pursue to achieve 
the very much, desired end. While Detroit is an 
open-shop city, it is not by any means a nori- • 
union city. Labor is organized there thoroughly, 
but there is not that industrial friction that prevails* 
here. How it is avoided, and in general, how indus- 
trial enterprise is encouraged and fostered, is what 
is expected to be learned. 
Referendum and Initiative 


No discussion is taking place here over the refer- 


endum measure, No. 4 on the ballot, which is in- 
tended to amend the direct primary law so as to ob- 
literate party lines. The principle of the amend- 
ment was the point at issue between party Repub- 
licans and the State administration; but. from the 
turn that things have taken, party Republicans be- 
ing no longer in control'of party affairs and those 
in favor of the amendment having succeeded to the 
control, the measure falls in the harids of its 
friends. : It is no longer the vital issue that it was, 
however. The desire to obliterate party lines has, 
lost, through 'the turn of : events, some of its at- 
tractiveness. 
It may even be that such'fences as 


now exist to maintain party lines are considered 
desirable by those who favored doing away with 
them less than a year ago. The "absence of any ap- 
peal in behalf of referendum proposition 'No. 4 
would suggest ;this. But proposition No. 6 is dif- 
ferent. 
It is an initiative measure, , designed to 


prevent what appeared to be a serious abuse—con- 
trolling '• votes of legislators by appointments to 
lucrative positions. This practice was commonly 
charged, arid there were -many signs of its having 
been followed. It was not gotten up or favored^ by 
the 'administration, and being aimed at recent 


. practices, is not in favor with the'powers that be.. 
Though the practices 'that wejre the cause of its be- 
ing placed on the ballot came in for much censure, 
nobody now .appears to be interested in its success. 
Art Exhibitions 


The artist contingent is somewhat,exercised over 
the proposition to open an art exhibition at the 
museum in Golden Gate Park November 1st?" The 
artists take account of the fact that the museum is 
not naturally a rallying point for art displays, es- 
pecially when San Francisco has an official art as- 
sociation that should be relied .'on. in such enter- 
prises, and very especially when this casual display 
is-so nearly in conflict with the exhibition being ar- 
ranged by the association for November 10 at the 
art palace on the exposition grounds. The San 
Francisco Art Association • is an organization of 
recognized standing. Its director is J. Nilson Laur- 
vik, an artist of/international fame.. The colony 
numbers many who have achieved creditably.'. Pro- 
jecting another exhibition to open ten days before 
the one which had been carefully planned arid is 
being arranged for by this association may be just 
a coincidence; but there are those who regard it as 
a phase of the controversy as to where the recog- 
nized art center -should be.. This has raged for 
some time, and has been characterized by touches of 
acrimony. There has been much published in favor 
of the park. I do not know that the artists are op- 
posed for any reason that has to do with art, but 
evidently there is some feeling about it. It seems 
to center around the relocation of the art palace. 
For it_is understood this structure, or some recon- 
struction of it, is to have permanent location. It 
will remain where it is for at least a year, lonsrer. 
There is perhaps an idea that art exhibitions in "the 
museum will create a trend that will result in cen- 
tering art functions there. At any rate, the pal- 
lettes and easels are all agog, and the color scheme 
is like McDevitt thought all flags ought to be. 
Political Boomerang 


Frank Daroux is up against more trouble than he 


imagined, prior to the last primary election, it was 
possible, for a politician who performed with the 
winning side could encounter. In the primary cam- 
paign he did team work with Sheriff Finn. The suc- 
cess of the cause he espoused was very pronounced. 
San Francisco gave the Finn-Daroux forces a big 
majority. 
Daroux did -not become a shrinking 


flower because of that result. On the contrary he 
took full cognizance of himself. He assumed polit- 
ical importance, and that his enterprise, that of 
conducting games of hazard, would find easy and 
sure going. He may not have encouraged it'in 
patrons, but he seemed not to have discouraged the 
' belief that those who patronized his place would be 
immune' from the law's grip. In fact, those re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of the laws were be- 
ing put in "Dutch," and decided they must do some- 
thing. The thing.they did was.to raid Daroux's place. 
There were over two hundred patrons present, 
which fact went to show that they had -some such 


idea as Daroux had about immunity. But they 
were carted off to police headquarters. That they 
were subsequently let off creates the idea that the 
gamblers were not aimed at, nor yet gambling per 
se, but somebody who had been-talking too much and 
assuming he was "protected.". Now comes the 
news of a: quarrel among the gamblers, where the 
inwardness of things is coming outt With the aid 
of Finn Daroux had captured the Republican County 
Committee, indorsed candidates who were success- 
ful/and all that; when almost the first thing after 
victory was won he gets turned down. Which illus- 
trates that if you triumph in politics, it is not wise 
to brag about it or to assume anything from it." 
Political Clean-Up Impends 


Signs of a clean-up are forthcoming in the an- 


nounced probable appointment of Al McCabe to be 
the State Insurance Commissioner, This office 
yields a salary of $4000, and the duties are not 
•wearing. The rumors as to his appointment serve 
to remind some old-timers who are up in political 


• history that this office is a favorite retiring boudoir 
for private secretaries of the Governor when their 
strenuous work is over and they enter into their 
reward. In 1902, just before Governor Budd's term 
expired, he wafted his private secretary into this 
same office. And the parallel goes still farther. 
History.repeats itself still more acutely. Governor 
Budd's private secretary was Ed McCabe, brother 
to Al, who is now to be rewarded. Thus it will be 
seen not only that the reward seems to be standard- 
ized, but that it runs in the family. The appoint- , 
nrient has not been made, and its bestowal appears 
to be contingent upon the Governor's election.as 
United States Senator, which is generally conceded. 
Old Hall of Records 


The demolition of ;the old hall of records recalls 


history, induces reminiscence and affords striking 
illustration, of the progress in construction. Steel 
frames have come into vogue since the old city hall ' 
w,a's erected. 'Electric lighting has superseded gas. 
Many other innovations have made their appearance. 
The old city hall was a rambling structure, designed 


, as it appeared without much reference' to comfort 
or convenience of '.the off icials .which it was to 
house; but intended to produce an effect' on the 
landscape. It was dark and dismal. It'was twenty- 
five years in, building, the cost being met by a spe- 
cial tax. Whenever they got: ready to do something 
more oh the city hall, a new.tax would be levied. 
Being built piecemeal in that manner construction 


• never went on to 'advantage. '„ The city hall'was for 


years, a standing joke. Taxpayers read of grafting 
in the work on it, generally believed it and let it go 
at that. They read that solid brick , walls were 
fiUed. with rubbish, and thought it very likely.,. In 
the demolishing of walls that:has been going on for 
some weeks it has been found that "frauds were 
practiced, that brickwork was scamped. ' The' old 
city hall cost upwards of $6,000,000 by the time'it 


; was finished. But there is one pretty good thing 


about it. A big bond issue was not left to work out 
when the structure, was destroyed -and it became 
necessary to build another; The old city hall gen- 
eration paid for construction ' as it went, and that 
it paid double is'not costing the present genera- 
tion anything. The old city hall was designed by- 
August Layer, an- English architect. Laver died in 
Alameda hot very many, years ago. 
the Old Civic Center 
' 


The 'demolition of; the last remaining structure 


of the old city hall group causes reminiscences 
.among the old-timers.: Among other things,;they 
take account of the^first civic center, though'it was 
not so designated at the time. The citizen of that 
day was .not given to glib talk about civic centers. 
The nearest he approached it was referring to the 
"plaza." ' The first up-tow'n city hall site embraced 
all the land bounded by Market, Larkin and McAl- 
lister streets. :It was a considerable triangle. The 
city hall was to have faced a plaza extending down 
to Market street, which was to .pccupy all the front- 
age from Van Ness and Market to McAllister and 
Market. It was a pretty grand proposition. But as 
though there was too much land .going to^ waste, 


. somebody started the idea of utilizing some of it by 


selling'off the Market-street frontage. A measure 
was pressed through, the legislature authorizing 
this to be done and 26-foot lots were sold at $5000 
each,. Since that.sale they have appreciated about 
fifty times. That is how the old city hall came to 
face the rear of a; row of small shops. It was at- 
tempted'to; take, the curse off by Jthrowing a lot or 
two into a short street leading from Market up to 
the main steps, but the dignity of the whole propo- 
sition was gone. If the old rambling pile could have 
been imposing with a proper perspective, its crowd- 
ed and sordid surroundings destroyed all chance, 
The Dreadnaught Ceremonies 


Senator Phelan's "yacht party" on the occasion 


of laying the keej last Wednesday had many inter- 
esting angles. The yacht was the battleship Ore- 
gon; and it was at first planned to have four hun- 
dred aboard as the guests of the Senator. So many 
clamored for tickets, however, that the list was e*> 
tended to more than a thousand, which made a coiy- 
siderable company, more than the Oregon was cal- 
culated to accommodate in the character of guests. 
The only tragedy of the occasion was afforded in 
the failure of Julius Kahn to get aboard. He was 
first left at the wharf, the small shore craft put- 
ting off without him; and when he succeeded in 
finding other means to get out to the battleship he 
was denied permission to board by one of Josephus 
Daniels' myrmidons, who didn't rise at all to the 
occasion. Perhaps there was never a more con- 
glomerate company, politically at least, than went 
on this cruise. Nearly everybody was there except 
John P. Irish. The two poles as to municipal af- 
fairs were represented in Mayor Rolph and F. J. 
Koster. It would seem that the Senator did not 
set out to make the occasion of political signifi- 
cance, but there was such an unexpected onrush 
that it had to .be expanded into a big affair to pre- 
vent the appearance of being ultra-select. It is to 
be said that all the hospitality that was'possible 
under _the crowded conditions was extended, and 
there is quite general satisfaction expressed as to 
the experiences of the occasion. 
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THE ISSUE WITH WOMEN VOTERS. 


In the presidential election, only ten days away, 


the women of twelve States will vote. In nearly 
all these Mr. Hughes is certain of capturing the 
electoral vote. The States are California, Illinois, 
Colorado, Kansas, Nevada, Montana, Washington, 
Oregon, Wyoming, Utah, Arizona and Idaho. Re- 
publican leaders are claiming all them, but the 
conservative, impartial dopester places Colorado, 
Arizona, Montana and Nevada in the doubtful 
column. It is not putting it too strongly to say 
that the women's voto will determine the elec- 
toral vote in all these States. That the normally 
Democratic and doubtful ones are swinging to 
Hughes is conceded.

electors are for Hughes is due to a Jarge degree 
to the fact that he favors granting suffrage to 
all women. Mrs. William Kent, wife of the Cali- 
fornia congressman who is enlisted in the Wilson 
campaign, has epitomized the reason for the atti- 
tude of the voting women toward the presidential 
candidates in a "snappy" slogan: 


"Wilson kept us out of suffrage." This is a 


big. political factor in the suffrage States. It is 
only natural that the 
Democratic 
( managers 


should busy themselves in trying to explain away 
their traditional indifference to women's rights, 
but they are finding they are testing human 
faith too severely in asking the women to accept 
promises at this late date and in face of the 
record of the last three and a half years. 


The fact that Mr. Wilson is opposed to the 


constitutional amendment enfranchising women 
is sufficient to cause women to support a candi- 
date who sincerely and earnestly champions equal 
political rights. Women in suffrage States are 
fully justified in opposing Mr. Wilson on this 
issue alone. 


To the supporters of Mr. Hughes this situation

But should not the women voters ask themselves 
whether or not they are placing too much em- 
phasis on an issue because it is of a peculiarly 
personal significance.

MUSIC AFTER THE WAR. 


What will be the effect of the war upon 


music and opera and the musical tastes of the 
people ? Will the people of the nations commonly 
described as being in the zone of "Christian 
Civilization" continue to hold a strong' affection 
for martial airs and military tone scenes? Or 
will they want something more simple, some- 
thing which will lead them away from the con- 
ventional forms of the past and present, and into 
"recreative" experiments 1 


Certainly the war may be expected to have 


two effects upon operatic composition. The first 
will be to cause the production of national 
operas, that is', operas recording the valorous 
and heroic deeds of the soldiers in battle. 
Out 


of this crop there may not' be one deserving or 
adaptable for productidn outside the national 
limits of the people for which written. 
It will 


be unusual, also, if any of these "national" 
operas survive for a great while. 


The second effect will be measurably less re- 


gard for the old classics, operas such as those 
written by Mozart and Donizetti. Already the 
musical world was becoming too sophisticated and 
displaying such a leaning toward the modern as 
to weaken the popularity of the old favorites. 
The horrors of the war have had the effect to 
destroy much of the fictions • which tKe older 
operas have preserved and upon which they 
have in part their foundation. It should not 
cause surprise if many of the old masterpieces 
rapidly sink into musical oblivion. 


Compositions dedicated to heroic ideas and 


the emulation of heroic military figures- wilf 
especially be out of harmony with the'- post- 
bellum, blase musical mind. 
Fanfares on the 


bugle, the staccato of the rifle, the beat of hoof, 
will be positively obsolete. What must be de- 
picted in operas authentic enough to capture the 
imagination of the audience is the buzz-buzz of 
the aeroplane, the explosive chug of the motor- 


explosive. 
romantic 


personal' valor and personal emotions- for the 
romance of chemistry, and battle waged between 
unseen and unseeing foes.

A third result may be the fallen popularity 


of war music due to divided sentiment regard- 
ing war. The pacifist and the conscientious ob- 
jector may carry their aversion so far as to ex- 
orcise martial music; such would be quite con- 
sistent with their efforts to revise national his- 
tories so as to delete the laudatory chapters on 
•military heroes. 


As the musical hunger of the people must be 


satisfied in some way, the composers will try to 
serve their tastes, and will first have to 
cover their new tastes. A. new epoch i 
musical literature of civilization seems to be ap- 
proaching.

I had hot sought occasion to take part 


in the present campaign, or-desired to do 
so. . I have retired from active politics 
and shatH soon. retire from public . life. 
Therefore, I have no more Interest In 
the result of the campaign than any 
other private American citizen". 


But as such I have a deep interest in 


my country and its proper administra- 
tion. 
For this reason I am sincerely 


and -earnestly opposed .to tho re-«lcntion 
of Wilson. 
No president has gone so 


far 'to break down the 
constitutional 


limitations of executive power and con- 
vert this free republic, the government 
of the people, into a one-man novel n- 
menti. To enforce his unlimited assump- 
tion of power he _ has made merciless 
use of the power of patronage and re- 
sorted to the secret caucus to conipsl an 
unwilling minority of ma party to do his 
.Vlll uyiunsl their better judgment. 


His administration has been one of 
inparalieied concealment, decuution and 
Broken pledges amounting in some In- 
stances to positive 
dishonesty. 
The 
Platiorm ,of 
vne Democratic party on 
which lie was elected, declared for free 
;oUs for 
American Bhips , through 
the 
Panama 
Canal, 
built 
with 
our own 
m'oney and maintained at our expense. 
During the campaign he advocated and 
supported this party declaration. 
But, 
laving- secured the advantage of It as a 
candidate he repudiated it almost imme- 
diately 
after 
assuming 
the duties of 
president. In the meantime Congress, in 
iont'ormity to this pledge, had passed tile" 
Panama Canal Act providing for free 
tolls for 
American 
ships. 
Before it 
could take efteut,-in a'message to Con- 
gress, ho recommended the repeal of the 
free toll clause In the aqt and followed it 
up by the use of all the. power of his 
great office to force Democratic niem- 
uers of Congress to support the repeal.

To relieve the, country of the corrupt- 


Ing Influences.and favoritism of the' spoils 
system of appointments to office the civil 
service system was established "by Con- 
gress, whereby examination and'appoint- 
ment on the merits of the appointee was 
required. 
This just system has been in 


force for many years. Before his election 
Wilson.was an earnest supporter of~thls 
merit system, so much so that he^ was 
made the vice-president of the National 
Civil Service Reform League and -was 
serving in-that capacity when 
elected 
president. 
Notwithstanding this his ad- 
ministration has done more to break down 
and destroy, the civil service merit aya- 
tem than any administration 'since the 
system was established. When the in- 
come tax act, the banking and currency 
act,

deficiency act, and

waned, recognized 
Carranza, 
a many 
times cold-blooded assassin 
and mur- 
derer, without the semblance-of govern- 
ment or right to such, recognition.

.Without Just couse or reason, he in- 
vaded Mexico with an armed force bom- 
barded one of its cities and took pos- 
session, of and held Its custom house and 
collected its revenues. And the worst of 
't was that Congress was purposely and 
willfully, deceived as to the purpose of 
this. invasion of foreign territory, which 
was ;a- direct act of war. 
It was pre- 
tended that the purpose of making this 
show, of force was to compel" Huerta to 
salute our flag, which it was claimed had 
been insulted, when, as one of tha presi- 
dent's cabinet has since made public, tha 
real purpose was to get rid of Huerta.

The temperature of the 
electrolyte should never be allowed to, 
exceed 110 deg. Fahrenheit. Garage men 
who make a practice of charging batter- 
ies should enforce this rule rigidly. 
, Overheating should be avoided because 
It Increases the rapidity of evaporation 
of water from the electrolyte, deteriora- 
tion of plates and separators, and tends 
to'buckle the plates. With-"double volt- 
age" systems particular care ehould be 
exercised to guard against overheating 
of one-half the battery. 
• CAPACITY OF STORAGE BATTERY. 
The standard measure of the energy 
put Into or taken out .of a battery Is ex- 
pressed In terms of ampere-hours. Thus, 
a. flow of ten amperes, maintained for 
S hours, amounts to 80-amhero hours. But 
a storage battery will deliver somewhat 
fewer ampere-hours than are required to 
charge it. Another notable fact Is that 
before becoming "fully charged" a. bat- 
tery 
will deliver 
more ampere-lioura 
when discharged to a low rate In am- 
peres than It will deliver at a higher 
rate. Therefore, the proper way of stat- 
ing tho ampere-hour capacity of a battery 
la to Include in the statement the am- 
pere rate at which the batters' will de- 
velop that capacity. 


VOLTAGE OF BATTERY. 
Regardless of the number of plates 


used, a single cell exerts on discharge an 
average pressure of about 2 volts. 
At 
the beginning of discharge the pressure 
a. little above 2 volts and with the prog- 
ress of discharge gradually fall off to a 
little below 2 volts. 


Since the nominal, voltage, of a storage 
battery Is 2 volts per cell, to make a 0- 
volt battery 3 cells are connected "In 
series," ;and. to .make a 12-volt battery .6 
cells are connected "inserles," by joining 
the positive connector post of one cell to 
tho negative, c'pnnector post of the next 
cell by means of terminal connector. To 
one post In each of the two end cells,: one 
positive, the other negative, for. making 
bolted connections, are fastened the two 
cables or leads 
(pronounced "leeds") 
through -which the battery receives and 
deliver energy. 


BATTERY EFFICIENCY. 


No machine or apparatus Is 100 per cent 


efficient. 
That ,is,. tbbcause of lass..In 
overcoming friction or resistance or of 
loss Jn eomo other way, It is Impossible 
to get as much energy out of the device 
as was put into It. A steam power plant 
consisting of boilers, engine and the most 
Improved apparatus for preventing waste, 
.which would deliver.at the engine shaft 
16 per cent of the energy received In the 
coal at the boilers, would be more effi- 
cient than man con possibly contrive. A 
gas power plant is about twice as effi- 
cient as a steam power plant, while a 
battery has better than four times the 
efficiency of a steam power plant.

The evils resulting from liquor come, it 
seems to me, from illegal conduct of the 
saloons, and we should have the courage to 
deal with them as they are instead of trying 
a short cut,to their abolition through a revival 
of old blue laws.

that, to parody Abraham Lincoln, you can 
fbrce unwelcome laws on part of the people all 
the time—which we now do with all laws.
